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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are non-persuasive; thus, 
the double patenting rejection is MAINTAINED. In summary, Applicant asserts that claim 4 of US Patent No. 7,270,800 does not specify 
nor suggest any locations for a radiohalogen on the recited species and the PTO has seiized upon the possibility that a radiohalogen 
could reside on the positon corresponding to R2 in the instant invention. Applicant's attention is directed to patented claim 4 which 
discloses Compounds 2, 4, 6, 8, 10, 12, 14, 16, 18, 20, 22, 25, 27, 28, 30, and 39 allot which contain a halogen at the R2 position of the 
instant invention. In addition, patented claim 4 discloses that one of the atoms of the compounds is replaced by 131 1, 1251, 1231, 76Br, 
75Br, 18F, and 19F, note that all of the atoms which are radiohalogens. Thus, the skilled artisan would recognize that if the instant 
invention discloses a radiohalogen at position R2 and the patented invention disclose, that the atoms of the Compounds are replaced with 
a radiohalogen and some of the Compounds are ones which have a halogen at the same position as R2 (instant invention), then the 
Patent and Trademark Office did not seize upon the mere possibility that a radiohalogen could reside on the position corresponding to R2 
in the present invention. In other words, the non-labeled halogen is replaced with a radiolabeled halogen which is an obvious variant of 
the patented invention. Hence, the double patenting rejection is deemed as being proper. As a result, claim 1 is still rejected and claims 
2-27 are objected to for reasons of record in the office actiion mailed 10/18/07. 
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
